CxALT, Nov. 5,. — A murder was com- 
mitted this afternoon at tho farm of 
Levi Weber, near Sirausbvjrg, about 8 
miles from here, in Waterloo couniy. 
'The victim is a young farm hand, name 
unknown, about 15 years of age, 
recently from Germany, who bus bpen 
working for Mr, Weber for the past 
sis month?, The supposed murderer is 
John Calvin Ravier, a young English 
}ad, about 17 years of age, who come 
to Canada as an orphan, and wau for- 
merly employed on Mr, Weber's farm, 
but left about a year ago. He returned 
to-day during Mr. Weber's absence 
from home, and went to the barn, 
■where, he was told, the young German 
boy was working. Upon Mr. Weber's 
return he found the dead body of the* 
boy in the burn covered with chaff, a 
■wound across the forehead, extending 
down the face, was visible, and a brok- 
en club lay near by. The suspected 
murderer was traced to Harrisburg and 
brought back to Gait by Chief Mt-Feg- 
gan. The motive for the crime is a mys- 
tery. 

OitULU, Nov. 3.— Last night a fire 
broke out in Marshall's storehouse at 
Wasbago, a village about twelve miles 
from here, on the Northern railway. 
Marshall's store, in which is also situ- 
ated the poatoflice, was burned to the 
grflund, and "the Wasbago Hohsp, 
■which is next to it, was also burned, 
but nearly all the goods in the store 
were saved. Both the store and the 
hotel were owned by Marshall. No in- 
surance. The loss is estimated at 
§3,000, The hotel has not been occupi- 
ed since May 1, when the Scott Act 
came into force. 

Watford, Nov. 5. — Mr. Thomas 
Helii.s,an old resident and farmer liv- 
ing about a mile from Watford, was in 
!?etrolea yesterday, and purchased i 
ticket for Watford, and left by the 
evening train. AJter leaving Wyo- 
ming, the Wanstead and Win ford tick- 
ets were taken up. After leaving Wan- 
Btead Mr. Hellis was told by the con- 
ductor that" he should have got off at 
Wanstead, as bis ticket was for that 
place. FCellissaid he had paid 55 cents 
for a ticket to Watford, and refused 
to pay more, hie was put ntl between 
Wanstead and Watford. The night be- 
ing vet and very dark, in tuaki ng his 
way to Watford befell through a cattle 
guard, where he lay till found this 
morning by the section men going to 
work, who brought him to Watford. 
His spine ia injured and several ribs 
broken besides internal injuries, which 
may prove fatal.

THE FIGHT WITH GACiNOiV 
IN MONTREAL. 

Triumph of the Police. 

Montreal, Nov. 4, — A most deter- 
mined resistance was given to day to 
the Isolating Committee, but it was 
successfully overcome by force, but 
without bloodshed. The case was that 
of Gagnon, who attempted to shoot the 
police who went to arrast him last 
night. This afternoon twelve men of 
the city police, under sub-Chief Maher, 
and half a dozen sanitary police were 
instructed to have a warrant for Gag- 
non's arrest executed at any cost, and 
the patients removed to the hospital. 
On the arrival of the officers at the 
house a crowd of loafern and roughs 
commenced to stream in from all sides. 
Qagnon refused to go with the oflicers, 
when the constables grappled with him 
and ho was carried down stairs, push- 
ed into a cab and driven tvway amid 
loud yells and threats by the uaob. Mr. 
Gagnqn/e s,on, about IS years of age, 
barricaded the doors and windows and 
Hved on the police wiih a revolver. 
Sergeant Qharbonneau ran up tho stairs 
with a number of his men aud attempt-, 
ed to force the door, but o, number of 
pistol shots made him retire Mayor 
Beaugrand then ordered the policemen 
to tire, if necessary. The officers mouu>. 
ed the stairs and commenced battering 
the door. While, doing this another 
pistol shot was tired and a cry from one 
of the officers warned the others that 
tho son had a rifle pointed at the door. 
At this stage of affairs the door gave 
way and the bqy and his rifle were 
seized by the officers, who placed the 
youth in a cab and drove away, in spite 
of repeated attempts by tho crowd to 
upset the vehicle. The houso was then 
entered, no defence being made, and 
the two patients (small children) were 
placed in the van, together with their 
mother and another woman, and taken 
to the hospital.

UP AND DOING! 

Now that the vexed question has been 
finally settled and the Pacific terminus of 
the Canadian Pacific railway brought 
aorae fifteen miles nearer, it will be in 
order for our commercial moil and board 
of trade to considur flie boat means of se- 
curing to this the commercial centre the 
full benefit of tho change. We must not 
rest on our oars ani see how events will 
ahape. Let us be up and doing so that 
evonts may bo shaped and. trade guided 
into proper channels. The groat question 
now to be decided is, whether Victoria 
shall be tho architect of her own fortune, 
or the victim of hor own supineness. 



A DANGEROUS CLASS. 

From the particulars of several at- 
tempted burglaries that have been com- 
mitted it is evident that among that un- 
desirable rough element to bo found in 
overy community there ia a number of 
characters of a moro dangerous type — 
desperadoes, in fact — men who go about 
thoir nefarious work with pistols in hand 
and a determination to resort to it upon 
tho first interruption to their work. Minor 
casos of "holding-up" also have been 
numerous of late, and indiciite tho neces- 
sity for some special exertion in this direc- 
tion on tho part of the police. The 
present imperfect illumination of the city 
at night is all in favor of the burglar, or 
footpad, who, covered by tho dark shades 
which so greatly predominate on our 
streets, has the chances for escape from 
detection in his favor. Tho erection of 
aevoral more electric-light masts will ob- 
viate to some extent the present defective 
light, a most important matter, for tho 
connection between streot illumination 
and house-breaking is greater than many 
persons imagine. As it is, unless some 
energetic action is taken burglarious at- 
tempts will continue still to bo made and 
holiest citizens continue to bo held up on 
the streets, until a tragedy resulting in 
the death of either a robber or his in- 
tended victim arouses tho police and pub- 
lic to the urgency of discovering and 
punishing this criminal class. Every ad- 
vantage should be taken of the vagrancy 
act, which was specially framed to rid tho 
oity of such characters, and on the part 
of citizens every precaution should bo 
taken in regard to properly fastening all 
means of entrance to their dwellings, 
while those who are compelled to bo out 
late of nights should travel prepared to 
resist in the most .effectual manner any 
possible onslaught by footpads. 



WILL MEL HANG.' ' 

We believe that lie will. From all that 
can be gathered from eastern exchanges 
the consensus of public opinion is dead 
against the miserable man being allowed 
to escape a punishment which he has 
merited any tinio the past lilteon years. 
His impious proclamations issued in tho 
name of Louis "David" Fuel are evidently 
the output of a designing culprit who 
hopes to escape tho gallows by feiening 
iusanity. The agitation to secure his re- 
prieve is caused by a few disloyal men 
who Beize upon every opportunity to em- 
barrass the Dominion government and 
who think they see that opportunity in 
the -Kiel matter. To show the feeling 
among tho better class of French Cana- 
dians it is only necessary to say that Sir 
Adolphe Carou's organ, Le Nouvelliate, 
has just come out fully endorsing the atti- 
tude of La Minerve in characterizing Kiel 
as another Chiniquy, who deserves no 
eympatHy from the French-Canadian cler- 
gy and people. It says that La Mi nerve's 
attitude ia not only not blameable, but ia 
the only truo and reasonable one, and 
that in refusing to confound Kiel's cause 
with that of the halfbreeds, its views are 
shared by all sensible minds, lion. Mr. 
Chapleau, secretary of state, has intimat- 
ed that in his opinion that Kiel richly do- 
aerves death. Putting this und that 
together we are of opinion that Kiel will 
be executed. 



AUSTRIA AND RUSSIA. 

An opinion is gaming adherents that a 
war is impending between Austria and 
Russia, and that tho turbulent little 
states along the Balkan peninsular aro 
merely acting a prologue which is intended 
as the forerunner of a long and blood}' 
struggle for tho possession of European 
Turkey. It is believed that a general 
European war is among the probabilities 
for 1886, and that Germany and England — 
both of whom dread the growth of Rus- 
sian power and influence — are secretly en- 
couraging Austria, and will back her with 
men and money if required. In antici- 
pation of war AuHtria is mussing material 
and men on hor border, and tho reader 
may be sure that Germany ia not idle 
meanwhile. Tho fact is, all Europe is 
jealous of and, in a certain sense, afraid 
of Russia. They dread her growing 
power, her aggressive spirit, and her greed 
for real estate. Her extreme poverty is 
the only guarantee the world has of her 
keeping the peace for any length of time; 
and even her impecuniosity might not 
always prove a deterrent if she thought 
alio would gain her object by a uuddun 
struggle. It ia doubtful if the Russian 
army was ever in as complete a condition 
for war as it is now; but it must always 
bo remembered that the resources of tho 
empire could not stand the strain of a. 
prolonged conflict. 

TEE SPONGE. 

A Victoria uiopiitch to the Columbian 
aaya: 

Mr. Van Home has pricked tho gulf 
ferry bladder and The Colonist came out 
this morning gracefully accepting the 
situation. Mr. Van Home and party ex- 
pect to proceed to New Westminster to- 
morrow, where they will arrange branch 
railway matters with your council. 

To thiB the Columbian adds : 

It is quite evident that, the people of 
Victoria have become aware of tho folly 
of clinging to the foolish expectation of 
being the "practical" terminus of the 
C. P. R. When The Colonist throws up 
the sponge, the whole game ia up. 

We are not aware that The Colonist has 
thrown up the sjjongo on either tho ferry 
or the "practical" terminus question. On 
the contrary, we aro moro than ever of 
opinion that Victoria will continue in the 
future as she has in the past, tho com- 
mercial and political capital of the British 
North Pacific. Supporting, however, tho 
jubilation of the Columbian to be founded 
on correct premises, does it not strike 
every one that its attitude ia both ill- 
tiraed and indecent 1 And, further, is 
the Columbian a New Westminster or a 
Coal Harbor organ l Does it truin with 
tho iheep or tho goats / 



STEADS PLIGHT. 

We cannot bring ourselves to believo 
that Editor Stead, whose sorry plight is 
described in the telegraphic dispatches, is 
a bad man. But there is abundant reason 
for believing that he was mistaken and 
misguided, and that ho allowed himself to 
be carried away by Jurrett's professions of 
repentance and Jacques' bogus revelations 
of vice in the world's metropolis. Hois 
evidently a weak minded creature, impul- 
sive and credulous, and fell an easy vic- 
tim to the hypocrisy of the one or 
the falsehoods of the other. Hut 
his conduct in publishing tho indecent 
articles which created widespread indig- 
nation wherever they were read cannot be 
condoned by the profession that good was 
intended; and his subsequent 'conduct in 
kidnapping the Armstrong girl and using 
her to deceive the clorgy who sat as a 
commission to decide upon the truth or 
falsity of tho Pall Mall Gazette's article 
shows now completely his weak mind was 
taken captive by the designing men and 
women who got him into their power. 
With few exceptions the proas of Canada 
and British Columbia refrained from re- 
publishing the Guzotto's dirty rubbish and 
ought to be congratulated upon their dis- 
cernment and decency. 



"Not a "IV." 

Victoria, Nov. 11th, 1885. 
To TUB Editok: — A communication 
dated Nov. -1th, appeared in The Colonist 
of yesterday signed "W." Lie starts off 
with tho assertion that tho Restriction 
Act was now being enforced, and there- 
fore there was no further use of the A. 0. 
U. keeping up its organization, in the 
face of tho fact that a large public meet- 
ing a few nights before had denounced 
the failure to enforce the act, and that 
ono of our representatives at Ottawa had 
found it neceaaary to apply to the Domin- 
ion government for its better administra- 
tion. Further on he made another state- 
ment (which he must have known waa in- 
correct) that tho only object of the A. C. 
IJ. was to get a restriction act paased, for 
when the original committee was appoint- 
ed at the city hall it, was distinctly stated 
that the object of the committee was first 
to socuro tho restriction act, friid, second, 
to force the Chinese here gradually to 
withdraw, which declaration of prinoiples 
has been steadily adhered to, and which 
fact "W." must have known full well for, 
if I mistake not, ho was present, and if 
he will take tho trouble to look at the 
resolutions passed at that meeting, he will 
find that the getting rid of' the Chinese 
already here was one of the principal ob- 
jects sought to be attained. He then 
comes in with a plea for the Chinese, on 
the ground that China may, at some future 
time, be a great military pojyer. Shades 
of Pitt and Burke! we must be content to 
be reduced to a condition worse than that 
of tho Saxon thrall with a collar of servi- 
tude, for fear that at some future time the 
Chinoso ompire would bo willing to bo 
swallowed up by the Russian bear in or- 
der to punish free born Britons for dar- 
ing to exercise their constitutional rights 
and that, when it is well known that the 
Chinese government is strenuously oppos- 
ed to their subjects emigrating at all. 
Tho only truth I can find in "W.'a" letter 
is tho intorview which he had with several 
gentlemen prominent in the move- 
ment that their end was not accomplished 
until tho Chinese had been driven out and 
and white people substituted; that senti- 
ment ia true, for they have never said any- 
thing olse. It may not bo pleasing to "W.," 
for though ho ia reckoned a very shrewd 
politician, for once lie made a miscalcula- 
tion, and though it may be comical to an 
outsider, "W." happens to be an insider, 
and I havo no doubt that the situation 
to him ia anything but comical, and that 
ho feara his VISIT to Victoria, though a 
long one, is drawing to a close, he makes 
a pitiful appeal for the local legislature, 
What has the local house done/ Has it 
framed one act that has stood in the 
courts? Does it expect that it will get a 
decision on tho regulation act before the 
next election? That it will try to show it 
has done a great deal is natural, but u 
cannot run with tho hare and hunt with 
tho hounds without at sometime being de- 
tected. It thinks it can pose on the regu- 
lation act until after the election, and 
then the privy council will sustain tho 
decision of the British Columbia court, 
but by that time it will havo been re elect 
od and safe for another four years. But 
"W.,." while I admire your skill, you 
made a mistake. This movement is nut a 
Hash in the pan; it is not the efforts of 
two or three disappointed politicians, but 
a resolute, determined effort of working 
men to assert thoir manhood, to resent the 
insult of servile coolie labor being con- 
stantly held as a menace over them. To 
return to the local house, it ia truo that 
the premier when on a mission to Ottawa 
brought tho matter to tho notice of the 
Dominion government, but in a very mild 
way. They have just moved aB little us 
they possibly could with such a strong 
pressure behind them; they havo never 
led. They granted ttio Island Railway 
charter, but there was no provision against 
the employment of Chinese. Tho Coal 
Harbor extension bill came up, but they 
had no provision against Chinese until a 
delegation of Knights of Labor waited on 
them, and then they thought it prudent 
to insert tho clause (a worthy government 
anticipates public opinion and is not 
usually compelled to follow). "W.," 1 
think you have mado anotlior mistake. 
Wo should not havo taken the trouble to 
call attention to your shortcomings if 
you had not assailed us. I will close this 
brief epistlo by calling "W.'s" attention 
to pussmg ovontB. The president of the 
United States has sent troops to Seattle to 
protect the Chinese, but the troops aro 
recruited from the people, and they havo 
had to shut tho troops up in their quarters 
to protect the Chinese from the troops. 
Moral: The troops of a free people can- 
not bo depended on against the people 
when the people arc right. Follow tiie 
movement all along tho Pacific Slope and 
it is tho same; glance east and, though 
thoy have very few there, it ia still tho 
same. I am aorry to disturb your repose, 
"W.," but your friends will have to take 
thoir departure. The parting of old 
friends is very affecting sometimes, but 
then you have tho hope that you may moot 
again in tho sweet by-and-bye. But do 
not let tho spectre of Chinoso agitation 
cause you too much anxiety; let it not 
ruflle tho angelic serenity of your disposi- 
tion, becauae, like "Banquo's ghost," it 
will not "down." There was a grand op- 
portunity for statesmanship, but, "\V. ," 
your friends were not equal to it; they 
let it pass. There io a lesson to be learn- 
ed from this: The representatives of tho 
people Bliould be truo to their trusts and 
watch the intoroets of the people, and not. 
the interests of a ring, and learn to read 
the meaning of the times, and know

0. a poverty stricken province. 

Since leaving B. C. I have .frequently 
boon asked regarding the climate, re- 
sources, etc., and have on each occasion, 
spoken the truth and nothing but the 
truth. Perhaps it were better had I paid 
no attention to the slanderous epistlo of 
Mr .1. M. Smith. A man who simply 
crosses thu Rockios and returns can havo 
no idea nor form any conception of tho 
extent or wealth of that far distant pro- 
vince. I would strongly advise corres- 
pondents of the stamp of Mr. J. M. Smith 
to refrain from publishing an article upon 
that of which they knov/ nothing, and 
trust that if their brains bo disordered 
they will in time bo restored to tho proper 
equilibrium.

ENGLAND. 

London-, Nov. 12.— -Stead, tho convict- 
ed editor of the Pall Mall Gazotte, was 
interviewed in Cold Bath Fields orison 
to-day, his warden present. In the in- 
terview tho visitor was -not allowed to 
shako hands with tho prisoner. Stead 
was in prison garb, consisting of Glengar- 
ry cap, loose fitting yellow* colhiriess 
jacket, stamped on tho left breast with 
•'Circle It, two strokes S," bagsjy coarse 
yellow pants, bearing a groat stamp of a 
broad arrow, and largo sized patched boots. 
His hair was cropped short. Stead ap- 
peared to be suffering severely from cold, 
his hands being tucked in his cape sloovos 
for warmth. He is in fairly good spirits. 
He ia allowed a newspaper in his cell, but 
not light sufficient to read it. His break- 
fast conswta of thin porridge and brown 
bread; dinner, suet pudding; supper, 
porridge and brown bread. Ho sleeps 
between six p . m. and eight a. in. 
Stead's daily task is to pick one pound of 
oakum — ordinary persons have to pick 
three pounds. Tho sentences of all prison- 
ers commenet) on the first day of the ses- 
sion of the court which this year was Oc- 
tober 19th. Stead will, therefore, bo 
released January 19th. 

John Bright, speaking at Rochdale last 
night-, said the present was the most criti- 
cal period since 18,'{2. Lord Salisbury 
had spoken with decision regarding tho 
ghurch question. On that subject Mr. 
Bright would not challenge him, but his 
rttempt to relievo protection was mis- 
chievous. Mr. Bright said tho present 
depression was due partly to rash exten-

Mr. Gladstone's speech, in Edinburgh, 
was a grievous disappointment to Scotch- 
men.

CANADA. 
Ottawa, Nov. 11. — Eight young men, 
hitherto esteemed highly respectable, were 
found guilty of rape to day, and ail wore 
sentenced to imprisonment for life. Tho 
scone during tho trial was tho moBt af. 
feeling ever witnessed in a Canadian court.

a field, lie afterwards assisted hie 
father in the search of bis wife. - Some 
neighbors found the woman's body on 
Sunday evening, and the boy then con- 
fessed the crime, saying that he had 
also intended to kill bis father, ami 
then sell the plantation and become a 
brigand. The youthful murderer ex- 
hibits i.o remorse for his deed. He is 
now in jail.

A Double Murder. 

At Granville last Saturday night a 
double murder was committed, in which 
a Chinaman and Chinawoman were the 
victims. Mr. J. H. Hughes, coroner, 
was notified and held inquests on the 
bodies on Monday and Tuesday. From 
the evidence produced it appears that Ah 
Suey came from Tacoma some tirno ago 
with a Chinawoman named Ah Youk, and 
a short time after arriving at Granville 
this woman married Him Sing. On Sat- 
urday night Ah Suey came into the house 
and fired twice at Sing and once at his 
wife with a pistol. Ah Youk was shot 
dead, and Sing was shot through the arm 
and side. There was another Chinaman 
and a white mair in at tho time, and as 
soon as tho firing began they rushod out 
and went for assistance. When Constable 
Huntloy came in he found the woman 
lying on her face dead, and Sing also 
prostrate and breathing his last. It seems 
that after Suey had fired throe or four 
chots, some one, supposed to bo Sing, 
took a shotgun and tirod at him, inflicting 
a mortal wound. In the case of Youk 
the jury found that sho was shot by Suey, 
but tho jury could not find' who caused 
S uey's death. Sing, who had been ar- 
rested, was lot off, a3 there was no evi- 
dence against him, and oven if ho did 
kill Suey ho would be perfectly justified.

The Daily Oregonian, Portland, Ore- 
gon, of Oct. 27, contains the following 
editorial: 

Last May it was reported from Alaska 
that Rov. Sheldon Jackson, Unitod States 
(Jenoral agent of Education in Alaska, 
had been indicted by a grand jury for 
misdemeanors in connection with his work 
in tho industrial school for the Indians 
there. It turns out, as might have been 
supposed, that the whole proceeding was 
purely malicious. There are white men 
in Alaska who do not want any work dono 
I'.mong tho natives for their instruction or 
elevation. Especially they do not want 
the Indian girls instructed in morality 
and chastity, and for this reason they are 
vory hostile toward Dr. Jackson's work. 
When Judge Dawne arrived in Alaska he 
caused Dr. Jackson to appear before his 
court to answer to the indictments; but 
upon hearing them tho court ordered the 
proceedings dismissed, since they were 
sustained neither by tacts nor law. Dr. 
Jackson will go on with his work.

PETKOPAULOVSMJ. 

Accounts from Eye- Witnesses 
of the Battle. 

Residing at Esquimalt is Mr. W. ff. 
Saunders, who was steward to Admiral 
Price at the storming of Petropaulovski, 
and in whose arms tho admiral died, after 
receiving the fatal (self-inflictod) shot. 
Mr. Saunders has kindly supplied The 
Colonist with the following: 

A FEW REMARKS RELATIVE TO THE BATTLE 
OF PETROPAULOVSKI. 

When H. M. S. Virago arrived at 
Callao with '.he proclamation that war 
had been declared !:><.>•; weeu England and 
Russia the two ltussian war ships, Aurora 
and Diana, had only loft port that morn- 
ing, . Every ono on board tho flagship 
President was surprised that tho English 
and French admirals did not proceed im- 
mediately to sea to endeavor to capture 
them. The French admiral's ship was 
called the Li Forte. There was only ono 
Russian war ship at Petropaulovski dur- 
ing the engagement, the Aurora. Tho 
Russian war ship Diana was destroyed by 
a tidal wave, en route to Japan, and all 
handslost. It was just as H. M. S, Virago 
was about to tako the two flagships in tow- 
that Admiral luce camo down from tho 
mizentop, where he had been taking ob- 
servations, relativo to placing tho allied 
fleet in position. During the engagement 
somo altorcatiou took placo with Captain 
Burridge and tho admiral, of what nature 
it was impossiblo to ascertain. Tho ad- 
miral then loft tho quarter deck and camo 
down the main ladder on the main deck, 
which was cleared for action. He spoke 
to me, asking what I intonded to do dur- 
ing tho engagement. I replied I wa3 go- 
ing to assist Mr. Hall, tho paymaster, m 
carrying away any wounded to tho cock- 
pit. He shook me by the hand saying, 
"Take care of yourself during the action ;" 
he then proceeded to the quarter galley, 
and in about five minutes I heard the 
report of a pistol. I immediately went 
aft, when he fell into my arms. I sat 
down and took his head in my lap. When 
Capt. llurridge and tho officers came below 
they inquired how tho supposed accident 
had occurred. I informed them to thu 
best of my belief that tho admiral had 
accidentally shot himself when loading 
his pistol; but immediately on his re- 
covering consciousness the first expression 
ho used was, "I hope tho Almighty will 
forgivo mo for committing such a rash 
act." That remark entirely sot aside my 
version of the affair. Before his death he 
gave the command of the English fleet to 
Sir Frederick Nicholson, senior officer on 
the station, and captain of H. M. S. 
Piquo, which ship was not in action, hav- 
ing been moored off out of range of the 
enemy's guns. Tho crew of tho Piquo 
partly manned tho President, and tho re- 
mainder were landod with the President's 
men to storm the forts. Admiral Price 
was buriud tho next day before tho allied 
fleets engaged the town. 

The second year I was steward to Ad- 
miral Bruce, and accompanied him in tho 
President again to Petropaulovski, which 
place was found evacuated. During our 
stay here a marine, bolonging to H.M.S. 
Dido, was tried by court martial for run- 
ning First Lieutenant Piggott through 
with his bayonet and killing him. Tho 
aontonoo of tho court, after threo days' 
trial, was death. H. M. S. Dido went 
into the roads the following morning and 
hanged him at the fureyardarm and 
buried him outBi'do at sea. With refer- 
ence to tho othor portions of your descrip- 
tion of the affair, as fur as 1 can recollect, 
it is perfectly correct.

THE ATTACK ON I'KTROPAULOVSKI. 

Extract from a letter received from an 
officer of one of Her Majesty's ships en- 
gaged in the late attack on the Russian 
settlement of Petropaulovski, in Kams- 
ehatka: 

Septemder 0, 1854. 

We arrived off Petropaulovski, Kams- 
chatka, on tho 28th August, after a very 
tediouB passage from Honolulu. We were 
beca'med very frequently, and the rain 
poured clown without ceasing for eight or 
ten days. Our squadron cuipprised H. 
M. S. president, Pique and Virago, tho 
French flagships La Forte, L'Eurydiue 
and Obligado, the whole forming a very 
imposing force. All the ships were paint- 
ed entirely black, to reudor their strength 
more doubtful to the Russians. 

On making the highland of Kamsohatka 
our excitement waB very groat, having 
little or no idea of the position and 
strength of the batteries wo were about 
to attack. About 2 p. m. on tho 28th 
Admiral Price and tho secretary went on 
board tho Virago and proceeded to Awats- 
ka bay to reconnoitre. Wo were kept in 
suspense until about midnight, when the 
admiral returned and wo then got but a 
faint notion of the strength of our one- 
ir.y. Qti the following morning all the 
squadron made their way to Awatska bay, 
the approach to which is very grand- 
high mountains (volcanoes) appearing on 
either side, covorod wjth qiiow and look- 
ing magnificent amongst the clouds, On 
one side of tho bay, on a hill about 700 or 
800 feet high, we perceived a lighthouse, 
in front of which and commanding tho 
entrance is a largo gun, which, a;t we 
neared the land was lirod to give the alarm 
to tile batterios and town situated out of 
sight of tho entrance and abuut eight 
miles up the bay. We passed tills point 
point in great stylo, tho President (with 
tho admiral's flag flying) loading tho way. 
Wo anchored out of gun-shot of the bat- 
teries which were all manned and ready 
to receivo us. 

Tho admiral then ordored tho Virago to 
procoed towards a battery of live guns, 
and have some long range fire (about 2000 
yards) at it. The battery opened firo at 
once, and I think the Virago's guns did 
not do much execution on this day. Aflor 
opening the ball, sho took up her poait^on 
amongst the tquadron. J am afraid .j can 
coriyey b ut 'I very vayuo idea of the 
strength and admirable position of Petro- 
paulovski. The Rusaians have certainly 
done their best to ronder it impregnable, 
and they have, in our operations against 
them, proved good soldiers and brave 
men. Awatska bay, in which this hornets 
nest is situated, is of great magnitude, 
large enough to enable fifty sail to' ma- 
noeuvre in it with ease and safety'.' The 
place is situated st the base of a mountain 
about '12,'OOQ or 14,00ii feet high, a volca- 
no covered entirely with snow; wo had 
the pleasure of witnessing it in action 
which was worth seeing. The tovvn lies 
in a hollow and another hu,ge moun- 
tain is bsh\n^ (t, The shape 
pt' th,o harbor 13 something like a 
horse-shoe and at the entrance to the 
port, on one aide ia a battery of three 
heavy guns, and a 'little further in to- 
wards tho town is another -Jong battery of, 
eloyop guns, well b.uil.t, with embrasures; 
and from ifa peculiar position, on a spit 
of land, running nearly across tho harbor, 
rendered it very formidable, as behind it 
lay the Russian frigato Aurora and cor- 



vette Dwina, with their broadsides facing 
the entrance to the harbor. We called 
this lot "The snake in the grass." 

There appeared to be at anchor when 
we arrived, in addition to the two ships 
above named, two merchant — one bearing 
Hamburg and the other American eoluri. 
Opposite theBo two batteries, and on tho 
othor side is a circular battery of livo 
guns (heavy ones, too), which commands 
the entrance entirely around tho hill on 
which this battery is placed, and in a 
hollow is a battery of seven guns com- 
manding the bay; and a littlo further on, 
oil the same side as the hill, is a low bat- 
tery of five bras3 guns, which also com- 
mands the bay. In addition to these 
there aro three other batteries in and 
about the town, making a total of eight 
batteries and the ei'iileh, the whole 
mounting probably fifty guns. On the 
29th, the day after our arrival, an unfor- 
tunate and awful calamity oucurred, 
which for a time stupefied every one in the 
squadron, our beloved old Admiral 
Price foil mortally woundod, sad to relate, 
from a pistol bullet fired by his own hand. 
As early as (3 a. m, he was on deck, and 
even ascended the rigging of the Presi- 
dent as high as the maintop, to obtain a 
better view of tho enemy's position. Dur- 
ing the forenoon he visited tho French 
admiral and returned to his own ship 
quite cheerful. We were all gotting un- 
der way to commence operations, when 
the admiral went below and passed into 
the quarter-galley. At that minute the 
report of a pistol was heard by all on 
board of the President, and it was soon 
known that the poor old admiral had Bhot 
himself. This was about 10:30 a. iq. 
The medical officers wore immediately 
with bun, and as soon as the poor old 
gentleman recovered from the Bhock of 
his wound he became quite calm and com- 
posed — much more so than all who were 
with him — and spoke in tho nio-t kindly 
terms of Ins officers and men. The Pique 
was moving to open lire when this dis- 
tressing event took place. She was sig- 
nalled to anchor, and her captain (Sir F, 
Nicholson) wont on the board the Presi- 
dent. Soon after the French admiral 
(who is a very aged and infirm officer) ar- 
rived with his Burgeon. Ho was greatly 
overcome, 1 am told; was so agitated as to 
be obliged to leave the cabin to compose 
himself. Admiral Price desired Sir F. 
Nicholson to take charge of ilor Majesty's 
ships and to follow out tho previously ar- 
ranged measures for taking the place, 
expressing himself confident of succbb«. 
The chaplain of the President was with the 
admiral in his last moments. On this sad 
day of course, nothing was dono; but on 
tho next operations commenced in real 
earnest, tho battery called the "Snako in 
tho Grass." full to all of us, as also the 
littlo battery and tho circular one, all of 
those facing tho harbor. The ships en- 
gagod on this day were — President, La 
Forte, Pique and Virago. The little bat- 
tery was soon silenced, and a party of our 
marines and seamen landed and spikod 
the guns. Tho ships' guns effectually 
silenced those of the circular battory for 
that day, and we all turned our attention 
to the "Snako," which proved a very 
troublesome and ugly customer; a rapid 
shower of ahell and shot soon cleared it, 
and then wo pipod to dinner. After din- 
ner we had another go at our friend, who 
opened firo on La Forte with great pre- 
cision, and Beveral shot-holes iu her hull 
attest the accuracy of her aim. La Forto 
had one man killed this day. Presidont 
soon came within rango and bet'.veun her 
and La Furto tho battel y was soon com- 
pletely dono up. To show the porsoverauce 
of tin* Russians, there was a sentinel 
whom all our shots could not drive away, 
lie appeared to walk his post quite uncon- 
cerned and there ho stuck throughout; 
luckily for him, I buliovo he received no 
injury. The Virago, on steaming out 
received a shot in her "counter," which 
damaged tho ship but wounded no one. 
Wo slowly hauled out of range towards 
evening, satisfied with our first attorapt, 

On the 2d of September tho body of our 
lamented admiral (Price) was put on 
board tho Virago and convoyed to an un- 
frequented part uf the buy and there con- 
signed to the earth. The officors of tho 
President only, attended the funeral. The 
place of burial is marked at present wjth 
the letters "D. P.," cut on a trpe by the 
admiral's servant. After somo debate b»- 
tweon Sir F. Nicholson and the French 
admiral it was rosolvod to attampt the 
plaoe again on tho 4th of September by 
lauding a party of seamen and marines 
from tho French and English ships. They 
were to be guided by two Americans ac- 
quainted with the place, who had been 
(alien in with by the party who went to 
bury tho admiral and brought on board 
the Presidont to afford information about 
the place. On Sunday, 3d September, all 
arrangements wore made for the landing — 
tho men all properly equipped and in- 
structed as to what was before them the 
next day. All were confident of tlio suc- 
cess of theiv hasardous expedition. At 
1:30 on Monday morning the hands were 
called, tho intention being to make the 
attack at daybreak. After a breakfast 
preparations were made to go o\\ bpar$ 
the Virago. The landing party sent to 
her amounted, to nearly B0Q, of whom half 
were $Tenoh. They were all wo'l armed 
and ready for anything. A vast number 
of oliicers accompanied the party. By 
li o'clock all wore on board tho Virago. 
Taking in tow La Forte aud tho Presi- 
dent she steamed in towards the batterios. 
Tho plan of attack was, that the President 
should engago a battery of 7 guns, callod 
the "Saddle battery," and La Forts to do 
tho same with a battory of 5 guns, callod 
the "Gorge," tho Virago to effect the de- 
barkation of tho landing party. The 
President was first dropped by the steam* 
er, about COO yards from tho S-iddlo bat- 
tory. At first her firing was not very 
good, but after a littlo practice, she got 
the correct rango, and her guns Boon 
cleared tho battery, doing great injury to 
the guns therein. Again ono Russian 
alone stuck by the battery and he kept up. 
on the alert as wo thought h,o might point 
one of tho guns and fire when an oppor. 
tunjty offered. It was amusing to s«e 
him dodge behind tho earthworks when a 
gnu was fired, and then stand up and ob- 
uervo our movements with a telascope. In 
the early part of this engagement serious 
damage was dono to tho Presidont, a shot 
entering a port on tho main dec)): kfllpd 
two of a gun's crow and vgoundjBq g)j the. 
rest. Tho ship \ysa in yJoso Cjuartors with 
the baljtury, ajirt had a henetit, several 
a'uota' entered her side on tho lower deck, 
and, one passed through a chest belonging 
to a junior officer of tho ship, laying? 
strange to say, his c',utV,es, "uninjjured., 
•vhicii remains in the same statje and, »f- 
fords a source of, amuoomant to V.irn and 
his messmates. L.a Poorto ailenoed hor 
battery without sustaining any loss of life; 
and as soon as this was done tho landing 
pa'rty was disembarked. Sad to relate 
their subsequent proceedings led, *,o ti^e 
most fatal consenuen^ea. it had been ar- 
ranged that tho p'.arty was to form, ill mili- 
tary array on the beach before proceeding 
into the bush. Instead of this^ inrri^?p\- 
iately on landing, eaph divisipo took their 
own pourqo, and inatoad of entering the 
town together by a road found themselves 
ascending a hill at the back of the town, 



amongst tangled and thick brushwood 
which it was impossiblo to distinguisl 
euomy from a friend. In tho severe and 
random firing which was kept up, there is 
little doubt but many French anil English 
met their deaths without Ru.isiuti inter- 
ference. Our loss was most serious and I 
beliovo the- French lost quite as many 
wen as we did, and more officers. Cap- 
tain Parker, of the marines, under whose 
management the party landed, but whoso 
arrangements were not attended to, was 
shot dead soon after landing. Two lieu- 
tenants of the President received severe 
wounds. After an ineffectual struggle 
aguinst their unseen enemy a retreat was 
sounded. All the party had to descend 
a high hill. From the ships our 
men appeared to bo falling down 
one eido of tho hill as if shot 
some head long, some rolling, and all in 
the greatest confusion. When t'uo bind- 
ing party returned on board, which t hoy 
did by 10:45 a m , the ships hauled out of 
the rango of the bal lories to attend to 
the wounded and repair damages. The 
melancholy rosult of this attempt is as 
follows, as regards the English ships: 

H. M. S. Pique— Lieut. A. Bland, 
Mate G. Robinson, Midshipman L. 
Chichester, Lieut. McCullum, It N., 
slightly wounded; Lieut. Clements, It. N. , 
severely wounded; 8 seamen and 4 
marines k illed ; 5 seamen and 2 marines 
dangerously wounded; 5 seam on and 5 
marines severely wounded; 4 seamen and 
I marine slightly wounded; total killed 
sad wounded, 30. 

H. M. S. President —Capt. Parker, 
R. N., killed; Lieuts. Howard and G. 
Palmer, R. N., severely wounded; Lieut. 
W. Q. Morgan, slinhtly wounded; 5 sea- 
men and 5 marines killed; 2 aoamen dan- 
gerously wounded; lo seamen and 11 
marines severely wounded; 4 seamen and 
4 marines slightly wounded; total killed 
and wounded, 50. 

H. M. S. Virago— Mr. Whitelock's 
bouta, I seaman and 2 marines killed; 3 
marines dangerously woundod; 1 seaman 
nnd 3 marines severely wounded; 7 aun 
men and L marine slightly wounded; 
total killed and wounded, 18. Total Eng- 
lish killed and wounded, 107. Since this 
day we have made no further attempts on 
the town. 

It is doubtless a very strong placo, and 
will at any time afford hot work for our 
ships. Our disappointment has been great 
as we have come upwards of 7,U0O miles 
from Valparaiso to obtain what may bo 
almost termed a repulse. Wo left Pctro- 
paulovski'on the morning uf the tith, and 
about two hours. after gutting outside hud 
the good fortune to discover two strange 
sail in sight, one a schooner and the other 
a large ship. The last we took for the 
Pallas or Biana, Russian frigates. The 
Virago was dispatched after tho smaller 
craft. She turned out to bo a Russian 
merchant vessel, bound to Petropaulovski 
with provisions, etc. The President bo- 
ing the fastest sailor of the squadron, 
went in chase of tho larger vessel. Tho 
weather was thick and the Ruf-sian tried 
to escape; but after a few hours, and 
owing to the skilful mauoouvring of Capt. 
Burridge, the Present was close alongside. 
Tho stranger proved to be tho Sitka of 
700 tons, carrying ton guns, ono of tho 
ships of tho Russian American company, 
last from a placo called Agar), in the soa 
Okhotsk' bound to Petropaulovski with 
the winter store of provisions, ammuni 
lions, otc. , fur thu garrison, 
had on board a colonel and other 
Russian officers with twenty-three 
Ruasians, passongers to Petropaulovski; 
also her crew, 28 in number, who aro with 
ut now. Thoy appear good-tempered 
fellows. Their mates are very intelligent 
men. Nono of tho crew are Russians, 
but Qermans, Swedes and Dutch. Wo 
have also a littlo fellow of 14, a midship- 
man, as prisoner. They are all well trott- 
ed and allowed to do just as they pl«aae. 
ws are now going ten knou in a gale if 
wind, with the Virago in low. A prize 
crew is on board the Sitka. I fear the 
prize money will be but small. We junior 
officers might get about 10s. each. 

Until another admiral's flag is hoisted 
on the station we shall bu under tho or- 
ders of Captain Frederick, of the Amphi- 
tre, vvh° becomes a commodore of the 
fi,rat class pro torn. We find it hard times 
in tho messing line — nothing to driok and 
less to eat, and no fresh meat since the 
middle of July. The French squadron 
are going to San Francisco, while our 
ships go to Vancouver island to complete 
our water, which, is running so short that 
sii pints lnfvo to sullice each of us for 
breakfast, dinner, lea and washing.

Why Markets uro Failures. 
INew York Mail and Express.] 

"Markets aro not tho samo to-day as 
they were twenty and thirty years ago, " 
saia a veteran marketmau, who had re- 
tired from ous'ness, to a reporter. " Then 
housewives always went to tho market to 
lay in their week s stock. Meat, hutter, 
vegetal/103, cheese, eggs, every thine was 
bought in the market. Tea, coffee, and 
such groceries wero bought near tlio 
market. .Men would come a long dis- 
tance with a big basket, which tfccy would 
have tilled bel'oro leaving. Women 
would also appear with a similar ac- 
companiment. The best part of a work- 
ingmau's wages would be expended 
on a Saturday night in tho market The 
wife would then know that she had food 
enough laid in for a week. The husband 
would know how much lie had for spend- 
ing money. Now this is all changed. The 
market is about the last place the major- 
ity of housekeepers visit, and if it were not 
for tho restaurants the city might almost 
abut up the markets. Some aro already 
virtually closed. Some have been torn 
down n.nd the ground devoted to other 
occupations. Two have become police 
etations, because they were city property. 
Two have become largo depots for Chi- 
cago slaughtorers. r-uvenil have disap- 
peared and their site3 built upon, tene- 
ment houses and stores taking their places 
And even those that remain are hardly 
worth being called markets in the sense 
they nnr£ were. " 

"'What him been the cause of the 
change?" 

"Cue reason is that grocery stores, 
where housekeepers cau go at any time, 
keep everything. Many of them soli oven 
meat, and nearly all of them deal in 
poultry. They are near by the houses of 
• the people. They are kopt in good order, 
and are cleanly. The plan of wholesale 
houses making up coffee spices, and many 
other thing* in neat packages, with 
guaranteed weight or measure, has in- 
duced housekeepers to deal with grocery 
atores near by. Smart storekeepers found 
out the advantage of keeping everything, 
and now a grocery store is a small market 

of itself." 

The Drink I ne; Wutor or Villages. 
IVick's JIasazinp.l 

To secure good pure water for drinking 
and culinary, purposes, cities may have 
expensive water works, but villages of 
from 5,000 to 10,000 inhabitants can sel- 
dom afford so great expense; they must 
rely upon wells, usually from twelve to 
fifty feet deep. That the water in these 
wefts may be kopt pure and swoet it is evi- 
dent that no tilth or organic matter should 
be allowed to enter and contaminate It. 
Liquids tl.at (liter through the soil soon 
become purified, but where an opening is 
made so that a stream passes but little 
purification can take place. 

The roots of trees seeking moisture 
often find tho well several rods distant, 
and in another direction the privy vault. 
When 'these roots decay, a direct eommu- 
oication is made between them. "Worms 
and insects, also frequently till the soil 
with pores. A stratum of sand or gravel 
way, and often does, connect wells and 
<jess- pools all over the village. Pure 
water in the village wells requires that no 
privy vault be allowed below the surface 
ct the ground. Tho importance of this 
point is so great that laws should be made 
and enforced prohibiting die sinking of 
*ny such vault. Privies should be placed 
upon the alleys, and so arranged that 
ashes o: dry earth may be frequently 
thrown in to deod ri/.e and disinfect 
them, and that tho contents may he fre- 
quently and regularly carried beyond the 
village lin-ita 

' Tho Sutro Library. 
[San Francisco L-t er.| 

The Sutro libiary of San Francisco was 
gathered chiefly from four sources. The 
lirst was the collection formerly belong 
ing to the Carthusian monastery at ilu.v.- 
heim, in P-waria; the second the Dalberg 
library, tho third the Sundorland or Pileu- 
helm, and tho fourth the collection of du- 
plicates tho Koyal library at Munich 
There ate nearly :;,000 books in the col- 
lection Velonging to tho years included 
between 14oo and loOU— a collection be- 
lieved to stand unrivaled on this continent. 
The total number of editions of all works 
printed beforo lo(J0 is estimated to bo 
about S0.000, so that tho Sutro library 
is believed to contain mor than one- 
seventh of all tho "cradle books" of liter- 
ature.

Eliot M'Cormick gives in Tho Century 
the results of his investigations as to Qcv 
tion-readiug among boys. lie found 
eighteen boys in one school who had read 
thirteen hundred books of which twelvo 
hundred wero novels. Tho remaining 
one hundred included histories, biograph- 
ies, etc., forty of which had been reach by 
one boy. Recognizing tho evil ell'ecta of 
such intellectual dissipation, he : ^rain- 
mends rs remedies, both the encourage- 
ment of out-door sports and the populari- 
zation of healthier literature by their 
teachers. 

Strauss' Many 7,raniiorismi. 

Edward Strauss has many mannerisms 
when conducting an orchestral concert.
